out of a rear door, hiding in a 
clump of trees until he saw the 
two men drive away in their car. 


Neither Goodman nor his wife 


could offer 
any explanation for 
the shootine.

Hoffman, 
statistician, who has com- 
plied figures annually for 
some years, shows that the 
homicide rate in 164 Amer- 
ican cities during 1931 was 
10.9 for every 100,000 pop- 
ulation. For the same per- 
iod, Canada's rate was 1.6. 
The 53 leading cities of the 
world averaged 3.5. London 
had 0.8 and Liverpool 0.5. 


• In other words, for every 


109 homicides in the United 
States, .London had eight, 
the Canadian cities 16 and 
the cities of the world, av- 
eraged, had 35. 
' Philadelphia, with a to- 
tal of 151 for the year, was 
sixth in the list of 10 Amer- 
ican cities with 100 or more 
homicides during the year. 
By percentages, according 
to population, it was far 
down the list, as were both 
Chicago 
and 
New York, 


which had totals of 489 and 
686 respectively, according 
to Dr. Hoffman's figures. 


Dr. 
Hoffman 
lays this 


high rate of homicide to 
public apathy and police in- 
competence, saying, "Few 
murderers are caught and 
fewer are convicted." Police 
Commissioner Mulroony's re- 
port for New York in 1931, 
listing 489 homicides and 
only 80 convictions for first 
degree murder, tends to 
bear this statement out. An- 
other ,point that Dr. Hoff- 
man makes is that Ameri- 
can murder trials are long 
drawn out and the interval 
between the crime and the 
punishment, if any, is so 
long that their relation is 
generally overlooked. 


All these points go right 
back to the Tirst accusation 
—public apathy. So long as 
we condone corruption of 
the courts and the police 
we shall continue at the 
head of this annual roll-call 
of dishonor.

TEST OF LEGALITY LOYALTY 
PLEDGE FOR DEMOCRATS 


BEFORE HIGH COURT

Texas supreme cour today took 
? submission of a case broiigt by 
former Senator Thomas B. Love 
of Dallas to test legality of a feal- 
ty pledge ordered imposed on par- 
ticipants in the Democratic pre- 
cinct presidential conventions May 
7. 


Love brought suit in a Dallas 
district court on invitation of the 
official 
board 
of the 
Women's 


Christian Temperance Union, chal- 
lenging authority 
of the 
state 


Democratic executive committee to 
require on« taking part in the 
conventions to- pledge himself to 
support the party nominees for 
president and vice president. 
The district court dismissed the 
suit, holding there were "no stat- 
utes restricting the party managers 
in controlling political party af- 
fairs. Appeal was taken to the 
fifth court of civil appeals at Dal- 
las and in order to hasten a final 
determination of the issue that 
tribunal certified the question ot 
legality of the pledge of the court 
of last resort in Texas. 


Arguments were heard 
by a 


nine-judge court, consisting ««' i»» 
three supreme court judges and 
the six members of the two com- 
missions of appeals- 


Briefs also will be filed, it was 


announced and a decision was not 
possible before the court's next 
regular opinion day next Thurs- 
day, 
the court having adjourned 


after arguments were, concluded 
until that dav. 
Senator Love appeared on b«- 


half of his contention that action 
of the executive committee was 
unsupported by the statutes and 
the other side was presented bv J. 
Hart Willis ancr Albert Sidney 
Johnson, both of Dallas. Johnson 
is secretary of the state executive 
committee. 


Former Gov. Dan Moody plans 
to file a brief in support of Love.'s 
contention, it was announced, 
love Argument. 


Love told the court the trial 
court's judgment "generally based 
upon the fallacious theory of the 
law that the democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee, created by and 
controlled by the election law of 
Texas, has the power to do any- 
thing not expressly forbidden by 
statute.'' 


"This is the antithesis of the 


sound position which is that any 
statutory creature whose powers 
are prescribed by statute, is, by 
necessary 
implication, inhibited 


from doing anything not included 
in the statutory powers or neces- 
sary incidental to the exercise of 
those powers.' Love said. 


Love contended that a study of 
Article 3167 "under all the rules of 
construction of statutes'' inhibits 
the "prescription of any pledge as 
a condition of voting in presiden- 
tial precinct primary conventions.'' 


Legislative Intent 


"Can there be any question that 


if the legislature had intended to 
allow the state executive commit- 
tee composed of thirty-one mem- 
bers, in addition to selecting the 
place for holding the state con- 
vention, to also require qualified 
voters desiring to participate in 
the presidential precinct primaries 
•to sign an unconditional agree- 
ment to vote for the nvninees in 
November, that 
the 
legislature 


would have said so in the act just 
as it did say that the state execu- 
tive committee should designate 
the place for holding the state 
convention and stop there?'' Love 
asked, adding other interrogations 
including: 
"Can there be any doubt that if 
the legislature had Intended that 
in 
addition 
to 
being 
qualified 


voters of their voting precincts, 
those participating in the conven- 
tion should also comply with such 
additional requirements 
as 
the 


state executive committee might 
see fit to promulgate, that the leg- 
iclature would have said so, just 
as it did say that 'the qualified 
voters of each 
voting 
precinct 


shall assemble on the day named' 
and hold the primary conventions? 


Would Have Said So. 


"Can there be any doubt what- 


ever, under all of the canons of 
construction, and under the dic- 
tates of plain common sense, that 
if the 
legislature 
had 
intended 


that any person whose name was 
on the 'certified list of the quali- 
field voters' which the statute pre- 
scribes shall be used 'the same as- 
is required in conducting a gen- 
eral election' should be denied the 
right to vote, that the legislature 
would have said BO, just as it did 
say that no person shall 'be per- 
mitted to vote or to participate in 
the business of such convention, 
until it is made to appear that he 
is a • qualified voter in said pre- 
cinct?"' 
Love said there was no doubt 


but that Article 3167 "provided for 
a system of presidential precinct 
primary conventions, to be com- 
posed of democratic qualified vot- 
ers; and that each qualified voter 
should 
determine 
for 
himself 


whether or not he was a demo- 
crat and evidence his party aff i- 
liant by his attendance upon and 
offering to participate in the pre- 
cinct primary convention of his 
choice."' 
let Conscience Be Guide. 


"Altogether 
the most 
rational 


means of ascertaining whether or 
not a mn or woman is a demo- 
crat is to let each qualified voter 
speak on that subject for himself, 
while requiring that the precinct 
primary conventions of all political 
parties shall be held on the same 
day, and providing that it shall 
be a criminal offense for any vot- 
er to participate in the primary 
convention of more than one party. 
"It is true that it is conceivable 
that a voter may abandon the con- 
vention of his own party and par- 
ticipate in that of another party, 
and in bad faith and for ulterior 
purposes but the danger of this 
abuse, and Its effect, are infin- 
itesimal in comparison to the dan- 
ger of allowing any man or set of 
men to pass upon the right of an- 
other man or woman to vote in 
the primary 
convention of 
the 
party of their choice, or, for In- 
stance, allowing a state executive 
committee composed of 31 mem- 
bers, many of them proxy repre- 
sentatives who do not reside in 
the district they represent without 
notice, to determine the conditions 
upon which a million Texas men 
and women shau oe allowed to 
have a word to say with respect 
to the nomination for president 
and vice-president of the party 
Whose candidate* they have helped

Willis told the court that 
the 
Democratic party has the "inher- 
ent right, in the absence of a for- 
bidding statute, to regulate and 
control its primary 
presidential 
conventions, including the require- 
ment of an appropriate pledge of 
party membership, fealty and loy- 
alty/' 


He said the Texas legislature 


has never by statute sought to 
prescribe the pledge to be exacted 
of 
participants 
in 
presidential 


primaries and has not sought to 
control the frea action of the Dem- 
ocratic party in the matter of ex- 
acting pledges or party member- 
ship, fealty and loyalty. 


"There being no provision of law 
interdicting the proposed action of 
the state 
Democratic 
executive 


committee, no legal right of the 
appellant or proponent can be said 
to be threatened with inpairment, 
and the case presents merely 
a 


party dispute which the courts will 
remit to the party forum," Willia 
said. 
Not State Agency. 


"The Democratic party Is a po- 


litical organization. 
It is not a 


state agency, but a free associa- 
tion of free citizens. It has the 
inherent right, in ther absence of 
a forbidding statute, to determine 
the terms and conditions upon 
which citizens may participate in 
its primary conventions and pri- 
mary elections." 


He said the only article dealing 


with presidential primary conven- 
tions (Article 3167), is general in 
its terms, dealing with all political 
| parties that may desire to hold 
' conventions. 


"The holding of such conven- 


tions is not compulsory," he ar- 
gued. 
"The statute does not deal 


with the question of pledge to de- 
termino party membership, fealty 
and loyalty. Nor does it prescribe 
any'other' method of determining 
the question of party membership, 
fealty and loyalty. It leaves thu 
question solely to political patties. 
It states that''parties participating 
in such conventions must be qual- 
ified voters of the state.' 
This 


would be true quite independent 
of the statute. 


Must Be Democrat. 


"The fact that the participant 


must be a qualified voter does not 
negative the thought that he must 
also, if he participates in a Dem- 
ocratic convention, be a Democrat. 
To hold otherwise would be to say 
that the legislature intended that 
a Republican shculd have the> tree 
right to participate in a Demo- 
cratic convention, and that a Dem- 
ocrat should have an equal right 
to participate in and control tho 
action of the Republican conven- 
tions. 
To sustain the position of 


Senator Love would be to open the 
Democratic 
presidential primary 


conventions to white and black 
Republicans who had no purpobe 
other than to destroy the party in 
whose primary conventions they 
were participating. No such leg- 
islative . intent Is indicated. 
TXo 


such legislative intent is manifest 
from the statute. 


"Under the law, a citizen to par- 


ticipate in primary elections to oe 
held in July, must be, first, 
a 


qualified voter; and, second, must 
take 
the 
prescribed pledge. A 


clear distinction i; made in pre- 
scribing these two necessary and 
essential qualifications. 
In pre- 


scribing the right to hold presi- 
dential primary conventions 
the 


law making body does not attempt 
to determine more than that the 
participants shall be qualified vo- 
ters. 
It leaves the question 
of 


the appropriate test to the gov- 
erning bodies created by the politi- 
cal padties. 


Leaves Question Open. 


"In one instance a pledge 
Is 
prescribed by statute, and that 
pledge is binding; in the other 
instance the legislature does not 
attempt to deal with the question 
of pledge, and thereby leaves that 
question to political action. 
In 
prescribing the pledge to be taken 
by participants in primary elec- 
tions, the law making body pre- 
scribes that no ballot shall be 
counted that does not contain thf 
appropriate pledge." 
Johnson argued that the state 
does not have a vital interest in
